Quotes from Mr, Ward's speech in 
Geneva which apply to Elba have been lift- 
ed from his talk and reprinted here, They 
are: 

“Any town or city needs an active 
Chamber of Commerce as long as there is 
something needing to be done, 

“To say one is not needed is to say that 


;a town can’t be improved or that its people 


are willing to let it dry up. 
“Having an organization like this is 
metimes the difference between a grow- 
ing town and a stagnant town. It usually de- 
termines whether a town gets an industry 
or another town gets it, : 

“The Chamber of Commerce is & cone 
tinuous movement, critical of those who 
lose interest and cease to Support it because 
it does not do wonders overnight, 

“You do not close a church or abandon 
it because it doesn't save as many souls as 
you think it ought to save in one’ year, 

“Industry is but one phase of a Cham- 
ber of Commerce job but it is the only way 
We can keep people in Alabama in the face 
of mechanized farming.” 

About the Elba Chamber of Commerce 
and any other we have been associated with, 
we have this to say, Disagreement is nor- 
mal. No two persons see things alike and 
compromise on many issues is expected, 
There is always a certain amount of eriti- 
cism of the way things are done. But in 
most towns it isn’t allowed to strangle the 
life out of the organization, 

Within the next two weeks, the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
will be making the rounds of the business 
establishments in Elba to enlist members 
for 1956. They will carry a list of the or- 
ganization’s accomplishments and two of 
the industrial brochures prepared by the 
Industrial Committee to send to firms in- 
terested in locating in this section of the 
country. 

Actually, this canvas will determine 
much more effectively than any meeting 
what the individual businessman and mar- 
chant think of continuing the Chamber of 
Commerce here. Really, it is a poll to find 
out whether or not the town will get busy 
and support a Chamber of Commerce with 
a reasonable budget, 


Second Oldest Store in Elba Closes Doors 


W. I. English and Sons, the second old- 
est store under the management of one 
tamily in Elba, sold out last week to mark 
un end to 34 years in the retail business. 

In 1921 W. I. English started business 
in the building now occupied by Paul's Cafe. 
In 1929 he and his son James moved to their 
present spot in the Page Building. The busi- 
ness remained in the same family since its 
start, making it the second oldest business 
in Elba under one continuous ownership. 
Smith Brothers Store is the oldest under 
the same management while The Clipper is 


the oldest business in town. 

W. I. English and Sons catered to El- 
ba’s grocery and mercantile needs for 34 
years. 

Piggly Wiggly bought the grocery stock 
of the firm while the Federated Store took 
the mercantile goods. In a shifting of loca- 
lions that will take place soon, Vaughan 
Hardware & Furniture plans to move into 
the corner vacated by W. I. English, while 
the Club 15 is expected to take over the 
spot left open by Vaughan Hardware, 


Coffee County Farm Economy Changing Drastically 


Tour years might not seem like a long 
time but a mighty significant change has 
taken place in the county’s farm economy 
in that period. In the short space of 48 
months tiie total number of farms in the 
county has dropped from 3,443 in 1950 to 
=,173 in 1954. This startiing figure, a farm 
cropping out of existence on the average of 
me every 2.2 days in Coffee County, was 
taken from the 1954 Preliminary Report on 
the Census of Agriculture. That means 
there were 670 fewer farms in the four year 
pericd or 167 less per year. 

The land area in Coffee County totals 
433,280 acres. Of this 79.3 percent was in 
farms in 1954. This 343,789 acres compared 
to 355,623 acres or 82 percent in 1950. Aver- 
age size of Coffee County farms grew from 
103.3 acres in 1950 to 124 acres in 1954. To- 
tal acres of crop land harvested dropped 
from 144,126 to 127,525. 

Use of crop land for pasture only in- 
creased from 15,043 acres in 1949 to 17,229 


}in 1950; acres of crop land not harvested 


end not pastured, 1949-—16,330, 1954—18.- 
037; wood land pastured, 1949—78,263, 
1950—-90,948; woodland not pastured, 1949 
—83,507, 1954—68,250; other pasture, 1949 
—8,800, 1954—18,718; improved pasture, 
1954—7,160; other land (house lots, roads, 


wasteland, etc.), 1949—9,534, 1950—8,032; 
land in cover crops in 1954 turned under 
for green manure, 2,448 acres; crop land 
used tor grain or row crops farmed on con- 
tour in 1954, 9,121 acres, 

The change in Coffee County fits into 
the national picture where fewer farm folks 
are producing more of the country’s agri- 
cultural products, Mechanization hit Cof- 
ice County farms as it did the rest of the 
nation, and took its toll of small farms 
which generally are not good business pro- 
positions. 

These statistics serve notice to the busi- 
hessmen in the county that a change is tak- 
ing place. Items of merchandise and meth- 
ods of selling that have been successful in 
the past need to be re-examined in the light 
of a rapidly diminishing number of farms. 
What has proven a sound business practice 
for the past 25 years might not be so good 
now. Merchandise, methods of selling and 
market to which a merchant should cater 
are changing rapidly, the census bureau re- 
port shows. 

These statistics show as nothing else 
could that the technological advances made 
in faraway laboratories and the shift of U. 
S. population from a rural to an urban sta- 
tus is having a dramatic impact on the Cof- 
fee County farm economy. 


One Reason French Change Governments So Often 


(Editor's Note—This editorial was written 


pled 22 government heads since the end of 
World Warr I.) 

It was the example of the French that 
caused many countries of this world to lib- 
erate themselves from tyranny and become 
free with democratic governments. To free 
people like the French, the slavery of the 
German occupation was bound to leave a 
a trace. It was not the terrifying restrictions 
of the occupying force that effected people 
as much as the length of time involved. 
From 1940 to 1945, five years of oppression 
under the most adverse conditions, is a long 
time to suffer. 

People who have never known demo- 
cracy simply take an occupation in their 
stride but free people don’t. Over a period 
of five years it builds up a little more and 
a little more resentment until when libera- 
tion does come, a terrific amount of pent 
up insubordination is built up in everyone. 
It becomes impossible to be a cheerful loser. 
That is the way the French are now. 

Nobody is going to tell them what to 


do, specially not a leader of another politi- 
cal party. 

Of course we understand that a country 
of free people will not have to put up with 
a government head any longer than they 
want to, Because of a different government- 
al arrangement than the United States, the 
French can change premiers at any time. 
They are not stuck with an election mistake 
for four years as people are in the United 
States.
